Rsportsd by Elizabeth Duvall 
A braham lived about 2.000 years 
before the birth of Christ, exact 
dates so far have not been ascer­ 
tainable. 
He was born in Chaldea 
which was one of 
th e 
g r e a t e s t 
am ong th e civil­ 
ized 
nations 
of 
th a t 
time. 
lie 
lived In the city 
of Ur which was 
a port on the riv­ 
er 
E u p h r a t e s 
near the Persian 
gulf. Bible 
tim e 
extending 
from 
the 
creation 
of 
m an to th e co m ­ 
ing of the new heavens and earth, 
which is co-incident with what is 
commonly called the great white 
throne Judgment, is divided into 
seven 
periods of unequal 
length 
and th -se are frequently called dis­ 
pensations, sometimes eras, times, 
ages, and so forth. 
We have lived 
through five of these dispensations 
and are now living in the sixth 
and the seventh Is yet to come. 
The first of theae extends from 
the creation of man to his expul­ 
sion from the garden of Eden. Wo 
have no idea aa to what was even 
the probable length of time. Thts 
ia sometimes called the dispensa­ 
tion of innocence and ignorance. 
The second extends from the ex­ 
pulsion from th e garden to 
the 
time of the flood and 1* referred to 
as th e dispensation of conscience. 
The 
third 
dispensation 
extends 
from the flood to the confusion of 
tongues and probably represents 
m an ’s first real effort in hum an 
government. 
Th# fourth extends from the con­ 
fusion of tongues to th e call of 
A braham . These dispensations are 
m arked by an effort of God to deal 
with men w ho have sinned and 
exercised the freedom 
of 
their 
will. 
A braham wa< born and lived 
among a people who were w orship­ 
pers of heavenly bodies. 
There has 
been 
much 
controversy 
about 
w hether A braham re<**iV«C one or 
two calls. 
Many contend th at the 
first call was to A btah am ’s father 
as well as to him. 
However th at

of the earth would be blessed. This 
is commonly interpreted and u n ­ 
derstood to refer to th# birth of 
Christ and his coming as the Savior 
of the world. 
A braham s obedience ap p ears to 
have been prompt and unequivocal. 
Ilo began a Journey into a land 
th a t he did not know, had no idea 
of w hat his destiny would bo or 
w hat duties and 
responsibilities 
further than 
those contained in 
the promise would be imposed u p ­ 
on him. 
He went into the land of 
Canaan and his first stop was st 
Scheckem. 
There he m ust have 
rem ained for a time and it was 
there th a t he built his first rude 
altar and worshipped Jehovah in 
the way and m anner which con­ 
tinued to characterize Israel from 
th a t time forward. 
He continued 
his journey tow ard the south and 
he bullded an altar at his every 
station or stopping place on the 
way. 
On account of a drought he 
was in a measure forced to go ; 
down to Y-jgypt for the needd sus­ 
tenance of his g rrat flocks and 
herds. 
The difficulty he encou nt­ 
ered in Egy pt, th e deception he 
practiced, his escape, are all m a t­ 
ters so familiar to Bible readers 
that it is unnecessary to reiterate 
them here. 
W hen he returned to 
his c/on land, he encountered a 
long line of difficulties but his 
close and loyal devotion to God 
enabled him to steer clear of ex­ 
tinction and terriffic losses of every 
sort. 
It will be recalled that the 
day cam e when he and Lot sep ar­ 
ated. 
The magnanim ity of A bra­ 
ham on th at occasion has made 
him conspicuous in every age. 
We 
recall also the 
difficulties 
into 
which Lot 
and 
his 
new-found 
neighbors soon plunged and then 
we rem em ber th a t it was A braham 
who came to the resrue, th at he 
set an example on th at occasion 
th at has made him equally con­ 
spicuous on through the centuries. 
He refused to accept the spoils of 
war although he was justly entitled 
to them under the practice* of 
the times in w'hich he lived. 
We recall also probably th e cli­ 
max of his career w h e n his ©rrty 
son was bound and laid upon the 
a ltar and th e old patriarch stood 
with uplifted hand to take th* life 


life. 
Then we recall 
Its 
happy 
termination. 
Among the men who 
have lived in the ago of th e p atri­ 
arch*« none have measured up to 
the full stature of Abraham. 
He 
has outdistanced them all as a 
striking example of faith in God. 
He was great as a herdsm an, great 
as the head of a family; he was 
great as a warrior, he was equal­ 
ly gr-fat as a civilian. 
No man 
probably has lived closed to God 
and none so richly as he deserved 
th< 
title which he alone enjoys, 
“Abraham, the Friend of God.” 
A braham was the founder of the 


Jewish race, for a long time call­ 
ed Israel. 
They were the chosen 
people of God, set aside for s p e ­ 
cial service and the characteristics 
which were stamped upon them In 
th at 
faroff period 
has followed 
them and m arked th em In signal 
fidelity all through the centuries. 
Few, if any, characters 
in 
the 
Bible are of greater value as ex­ 
amples to the rising generation in 
any age than 
ia the 
character, 
work, walk and career of Abraham. 
HI* call means the setting aside of 
this favored race by Jehovah to 
make «a special appeal to his alien- 


ated and wandering children of the 
earth.
